“tat date. By the kindness of Mr. J. Littleton, senior warden of the church, I 
ble to make a transcript of the contents of this interesting little volume.

this paper I have thought fit to re-arrange their order for CEM convenience. 

The list of vestments, linen, banners, etci; oy MAGh deel oh fo. 2 and is continueg 
to the end of fo. 16 verso. On fo. 23 begins ay list of jewels, which ABE On fo. 24 verso 
The vestments were numerous and costly. Besides two copes not belonging to Suits, there 
were ten suits, and nine single vestments: and a cloth of gold cope and a red suit of 
cloth of tissue given soon after the inventory was made. Most of the suits contain a cope 
as well as a chasuble and two tunicles, with albs, stoles and fanons. Bos colours are wel] 
represented : two white suits, two red, two blue, two of cloth of gold imperial, one black, 
and one green. And of the single vestments te ane two a} two white, two blue, ang 
one each of green and black: a vestment of bustian is also included. Of the two blue 
vestments, one was devoted to the altar of Our Lady. The two single copes are Sreen 
and white respectively. 

It may be noted that most of the suits are of cloth of gold of different colours. 
one is of damask and the other of velvet on velvet. The two single copes are of the same 
costly fabric. 

In 1473 John Shipward made his will, desiring to be buried at St. Stephen’s Church by 
the high altar. He and his son built the tower of the church: and both served as Mayor of 
Bristol, in 1445 and 1477 respectively. According to the will of the former, he left six 
pair of vestments to the church of St. Stephen, under the condition that his chauntry- 
priests should be able to use them at the high altar at all necessary times. The 
vestments are described as follows'; it will be noticed, however, that only five are 
enumerated :—

None of these vestments, bequeathed in 1473, appear in the inventory of 1494. Yet 
one would hardly think that they could be worn out in twenty years. Nor do they appear 
amongst the vestments belonging to Shipward’s chauntry. Of altar cloths or fronts the 
church had four sets: a blue, a red, a white, and a green pair, evidently upper and nether 
fronts. There was “a little narrow frontel, with a fringe,” to hang over the front of the 
altar to conceal the attachment of the lower front: and a little later Master John Vaghan 
gave a frontel of black velvet, adorned with flowers of gold. These frontels were sewn 0” 
to one of the linen cloths when in use. The red baudkin fronts have their own frontel, 
and also a pair of costers or riddels to match in red sarcenet. The white set also hat 
riddels to match, and a frontel of white silk; besides which there was also a frontel o!

463. Tt is difficult ey SENT for cervain what the “two coverlets of tapestry work for 
the high altar on high days” were: they may have been fronts, but the term in that 
‘sense is somewhat unusual. 
They had eleven linen cloths for the high altar, and one coarse one to which two 
others were added later apparently. For the Communion of the people there were five 
huseling towels of twill; two plain towels of Irish cloth, and a fine plain linen towel 
ornamented with red ribbon at the sides, and five short towels of twill, probably for the 
thi ee lavatories (at the vesting, at the Offertory, and after the Communion). The towel 
of white silk was probably a sudary to use in carrying the oils to the font at Eastertide. 
There was also a fine sheet for the Easter sepulchre. 
Be Where are two banners for the cross, sometimes called cross cloths. At Sarum these 
were not used, but elsewhere they were usual. The two sudaries of silk perhaps served 
carrying the oils at Eastertide: or they may have been used at the Illation of the 
Vessels. 3 ; 
There are six corporas cases, two white, two blue, one green, and one red: and ten 
corporas cloths. The kerchief of white Cyprus cloth with tassels of red silk, and that of 
red ( yprus cloth with knobs of silver-gilt, were pix veils. How the six pillows for the 
C sses were used I am unable to say.

We now come to the inventories of the chauntries of the Church made in 1494, mostly 
in the handwriting of Richard Vaghan. The other chauntry inventories of later date which 
have been entered in our MS. on leaves left blank by Mr. Vaghan I have placed in their 
proper chronological position. 

The first chauntry on the list of 1494 is that of Master Thomas White. Thomas le 
White, parson of Cold Ashton,! obtained a licence to aliene in mortmain a messuage and 
138. 4d. of rent in the suburb of Bristol, which he held of the king in free burgage, for founding 
a chauntry of one chaplain who should celebrate daily in the church of St. Stephen, Bristol, for 
himself, his mother Isabel, and their souls when dead, and the souls of his father, other 
ancestors and of his friends. The date of the licence is 12th September, 1346. 

a In a “rental of the fee of Arthur, and Stake penny” in the Little Red Book of Bristol, of 
the early part of the fourteenth century, the names of John le Whyte and Isabel his wife 
_ occur more than once, John le Whyte was a tailor,? and owned a tenement in Tucker Street ; 
it was perhaps part of this property which Thomas le Whyte aliened for the founding of his 
_chauntry. Tucker Street, though now in the midst of the city, was then in the suburbs. 

__ The chauntry, as we learn from the inventory, was founded at the altar of St. Katharine, 
_ of which we shall say more when we come to deal with the chauntry of Richard le Whyte. 
The ornaments of the chauntry are as follows: a chalice weighing 14} ounces, and a 
“mas sbook. Three pair of vestments, with the appurtenances ; two of them of blue damask, and 
the third of coarse cloth of gold imperial. Two corporas cases with three cloths ; six altar 
mee hs, probably two sets of three, for the Canon Law required three cloths to be laid on the 
altar at mass time. Four frontells, or apparels to the linen cloth to hang over the front of the 
alte to conceal the attachment of the nether-fronts.

The next inventory is that of “Master Sheppardis Chauntre.” John Shipward, who 
founded this, made his will on 14th December, 1473, and desired to be buried by the high altar 
in St. Stephen’s, He was a merchant of some importance in the town, and had been Mayor in 
1445, 1450, 1464, and 1470, In 1471 he got into trouble: Bristol sided with Henry VI when 
he was restored, and when Edward IV gained the upper hand again he sent a letter! to Bristol 
complaining of the conduct of the inhabitants, but consenting to a general pardon; a few 
persons, and they men of mark, only excepted.

Thomas Belecher and Christina his wife obtained a 
licence’ on 20th October, 1329, to aliene in mortmain three messuages in Bristol, for founding a 
chauntry of one chaplain at St. Stephen’s, Bristol, to celebrate daily for their souls, those of 
their ancestors, and others. On 28th May, 1339, an exemplification of the letters patent 
granting the licence above mentioned was made out 

The ornaments and goods of the chauntry in 1494 comprised a little mass-book, with two 
clasps of silver ; a silver-gilt chalice weighing 23 ozs.; four pair of vestments, a chasuble, and 
a painted altar cloth. The altar at which the chauntry was founded is not mentioned. It 
would have been interesting to know what masses were said by the priest of Belcheyre’s 


chauntry: the colours of the vestments are two red, one violet, one white, and there is a
